Brother Hancock, im 
company with others of the brethren, took him down to the Missouri and 
performed the ceremony: On raising him from his watery grave, he said, as 
if wrought/upon by the Spirit, If I have baptized a murderer it will do him 
no good.“ His words had such an effect upon the stranger that be son made 
8. confession that he was a murderer, having killed his brother. 
nda Brothers Edson Barney, D. D. McArthur and Solon Foster, made rome 
very interesting remarks, speaking of the faithfulness of the deceased. ‘They 
were certain that he had made his election sure. 

' President Jacob Gates had been acquainted with Brother for 
nearly half a century, and for the last twenty years of that time had been a 
oo-laborer with him in the Quorum of the First Presidency of the Seventies.

Dear Brother,—As time would not 
permit me to write in England, I will 
now submit, for your consideration, a 
synopsis: of 7 labors while in the 

ministry. I, in company with my 
brother, Alma P. Spilsbury, left my 
home in “Dixie's fair land,” April 24th, 
1880 After a few days’ visit among 
our friends in and near Salt Lake City. 
ny ed direct to Westville, 
Mon County, Michigan, where 
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we, together with Elder John Leish- 
man, were appointed, by Elder Wm. 
M. Palmer, who was presiding over 
the Northwestern States’ Mission, to 
labor in the State of Wisconsin. I 
regret to say we did nut remain lo 
tegether, as both mv brother and Elder 
Leishman were compelled on account 
of failing health to return home. I 
next labored with Elder Geo. H. 
Butler in the counties of Kent, 
wa und Muskegan, in the State o 
Michigan. At that time he was 
twenty-one and I nineteen years of 
age, and in consequence of our youth- 
fulness we were called by our enemies 
the Baby Mormuns.” I do not feel 
to censure them for this, for we cer- 
tainly looked very young and boyish 
to be out preaching the Gospel; on 
the contrary I think the title was 
4 appropriate.

I anvinted him 
repeatedly and told him I thought he 
would recover. Three weeks after- 
ward, he met me at meeting, and told 
me he had been at work nearly two 
weeks.
